YEOMANS POINTS 
Ib VITAL MENACE 
UF SGREW WORM 


Insufficient Funds Ham- 
per War on Insect Pest, 
Declares State Entomol- 
ogist, Lauding Campaign 


A campaign of education to teach 
Georgians how to combat the screw 
worm is advocated by M. S. Yeomans, 
state entomologist who has been ‘lead- 
ing the fight on the new and deadly 
insect pest ever since it was first 
discovered in Georgia in July, 1933. 
Pointing to the widespread infesta- 
tion that now exists, Mr. Yeomans 
says he does not believe the insect, 
which destroys all warm-blooded ani- 
mals, can be totally eradicated, but he 
does believe that, with an intensive 


fight it, it will be possible to save 
the livestock injury in Géorgia from 
extinction. 

He also points to a number of cases 
where humans have been victims of 


the new screw worm and declares his 
belief that when the final survey is 
complete more than a hundred cases 
of human victims of the pest will be 
reported. 

No pest, however deadly or dread- 
ful, can conquer Americans, Yeomans 
said Saturday as he set forth his 
views on the great danger to the live- 
stock industry in Georgia and other 
southern states which has resulted 
from a widespread infestation of the 
screw worm throughout the south- 
ern portion of this state. 

“American men, with money and 
brains, have been able to eradicate 
every insect which became a menace 
or have been .able to devise ways 
and means of living with it,” as 
serted Mr. Yeomans, who for the last 
two years has been directing the cdm- 
paign om the screw worm in

Will of Miss Elizabeth 
Trice, Believed To Be 
Poverty-Stricken, To Be 
Opened Monday.

The will pf Miss Elizabeth Trice, 
82-year-old recluse, who was burned 
to death in the fire of her old-fash- 
ioned home early ‘Friday morning at 
113 Alexander street, N. W., when 
opened Monday morning in the office 
of Fulton Ordinary Thomas H. Jef- 
fries, will reveal that the aged wom- 


an's estate of more than $50,000 has 
been bequeathed in full to various 
institutions of the Seventh Day Ad- 
ventist church, of which she was a 
devoted member and to which she had 
been a liberal contributor. 

In the will Miss Trice set out the 
names of her various brothers and 
sisters and related that she knew 
nothing of their whereabouts as she 
had not seen them since 1 

She appended to the will the state- 
ment that she had made all of the 
money she was leaving through her 
own efforts and further stipulated that 
it should be used to further the work 
of her church, the work nearest to her 
heart. 

One of the first items in the will 
instructs that one-tenth of her prop- 
erty be given to the foreign mission 
board of the church to carry on for- 
eign missionary work which is now 
‘being undertaken in 500 languages,

Fdueational Work Needed. 

Although -two-thirds of the counties 
of the state have already been in- 
vaded by the pest, Mr. Yeomans says 
that he believes that its ravages can 
be brought under control when live- 
stock owners know how .to care for 
their stock. This will require an ex- 
tensive campaign of education con- 
ducted by trained workers, who will 
instruet livestock men, farmers and 
tenants in the use of preventive meas- 
ures as well as actual treatment of 
infested animals. 

Mr. Yeomans points out that in 
past years the federal government has 
spent huge sums in combatting pests 
such, as the Mediterranean fruit fly, 
the gypsy moth, European corn borer 
and a dozen or more other insects 
that have threatened agricultural pros- 
perity- in America, and asserts that 
ample’ precedence having been estab- 
lished, Georgia can justifiably ask the 
federal government to assist in the 
fight on this dangerous menace to 
animal life. 

The treatment of newly infested ani- 
mals, as outlined by Mr. Yeomans, 
is o simple and inexpensive that 
even the most ignorant tenant would. 
have no difficulty in applying it. 
Aftér years of experiments in Texas, 
where .he screw worm has been ac- 
tive for some time, federal officials 
recommend an application of benzol 
to kill the maggots, and oil of pine 
tar applied afterward to cover the 
wound while it is healing to prevent 
further infection. 

Preliminary Work Urged. 

Valuable preliminary work can be 
done this winter, he says, in the build-

“I have found that the best way 
to determine the real damage that any 
given insect or disease is causing is 
not to discuss the matter with the 
experts, but to talk with the farmer 
who is affected and- get his opinion. 
The farmers of the state say that the 
screw worm has caused them very 
severe losses. 

Two Species of Worms. 

“There are two species of strew 
worms in this state—Cochliomyia ma- 
cellaria and Cochliomyia americania 
Cochliomyia macellaria has been 
known for a long number of years 
and attacks mainly dead ‘animals or 
dead flesh but .will, on occasions, at- 
tacks living animals, mainly when the 
animal has a festered sore or some- 
thing of this nature. Cochliomyia 
americania is a new species which was 
determined last winter and is a true 


parasite, attacking mainly only living | h 


warm-blooded animals, such as cattle 
hogs, horses, mules, sheep, goats, dogs. 
other domestic and wild animals and 
man. The damage which this inseer 
has caused and will cause to the wild 
life of this state cannot be over- 
estimated. The adult of the screw 
worm is a fly which is a dark, shiny, 
blue-green blowfly, a half larger than 
the house fly, with three black stripes 
on the back between the wings, and 
a reddish-yellow face. The adult lays

Benzol would kill the screw 
worms within a very few minutes 
and would not injure the wound in any 
way and had no effect upon the 
animal. Pine tar oil caused the wound 
to heal very rapidly and at the same 
time prevented new infestations.

I think that it would be ex- 
tremely advisable to have a man who 
is competent to discuss screw worms 
and advise interested citizens of the

over ten million dollars to fight the 
white pine blister rust in the United 
States; over fifty million dollars has 
been spent in a fight against the gypsy 
moth in the northeastern states by the 
state and federal governments; over 
six million dollars was spent by the 
government to eradicate the Mediter- 
ranean fruit fly from Florida, which 
threatened to destrory the citrus in- 
dustry ;.large sums have been appro- 
priated by the government to fight 
such pests as the Japanese beetle, 
Mexican fruit worm, hoof and mouth 
disease. European corn borer, date 
palm scale, pink bollworm and many 
other insects and diseases. Therefore, 
I think that ample precedents have 
been established and that Georgia 
could justifiably ask the federal gov- 
ernment to assist us in our fight on 
this dangerous insect: 

Need for Action Realized. 

“I have had two conferences already 
with Lee A. Strong, chief, bureau of 
entomology and plant quarantine, and 
I know that Mr. Strong is aware of 
the screw worm menace in this state 
and in the southeast and realizes the 
necessity for action next spring.

perhaps. There is a very definite tie- 
up between infestations of screw 
worms and animals infested with gulf 
coast tick. I think, too, that on ac- 
count of the very urgent necessity of 
having the problems worked out at a 
very early date that entomologists who 
are already thoroughly familiar and 
who have worked with the screw worm 
in other sections ef the country shouid 
be entrusted’ with this job. 
Control Campaign Needed. 

“As stated in a paragraph above, 
I do not ibink that the livestock in- 
dustry in this state is doomed on ac- 
count of the presence of the screw 
worm and the ravages it has caused 
in the last two years, but the situa- 
tion calls for a concerted action on 
the part of all state and federal agen- 
cies working in the state to actively 
past a control campaigz. I do not 

lieve that the screw worm or any 
other insect can take over the great 
state of Georgia.

Readers Borrowed 1,035,171 Books 
From the Carnegie Library in Year 


Despite a sharp decline in funds for 
new books and general curtailment of 
activities because of low revenue, a to- 


tal of 1,085,171 books were placed in 
circulation by the Carnegie libray and 
its branches in the last year, Miss 
Jessie Hopkins, the librarian, reported’ 
Saturday to Mayor James L. Key. 

In addition the library reported the 
reference department ‘served 42,255 
persons during the year, helped to as- 
semble material for 345 debates, com- 
piled 424 special lists and gave vari- 
ous information to 6,141 persons over 
the telephone. 

The report also showed that 11,204 
new members, who previously had 
never availed themselves ofs the libra- 
ry facilities, joined the library during 
the year and that 113,653 persons 
were served by the newspaper and 


| periodical rooms.

In ͤ commenting on the lack of funds 
for new books, the librarian pointed 
out “if a public library is to assist the 
people in understanding the problems 
of today then it must necessarily have 
the means to purchase the books bear- 
ing on the life of today.” 

Summing up this situation she in- 
formed the mayor: 

2 ng the past three ponte the 
book fund has been drastically cut; in 
1982 it was cut 50 per cent. Having 
a 3 good book collection at that 
time the loss in book fund was not 
immediately felt except. for the in- 
ability to buy as many current books 
as it had been our custom to o.

L $9, below the amount which 
haw been allocated to the library for 
the years 1928-19381. The library is 
now beginning to feel the effects of 
the cut in 1932 as it has not been able 
to replace the standard books which 
are always in demand or to buy new 
titles which are necessarily an integral 
part of a library’s bok collection. 

“An appreciable loss has been expe- 
rienced through the great strain put 
upon books having to do double serv- 
ice. §2,684 books have been mended 
this year; 18,002 have been added but 
11,232 have been discarded and lost, 
leaving only a net gain of 1,770. This 
leaves a total book collection of 181,- 


1000. Of this number 189,467 are for 


circulation. Since the library circu- 


lated over 1,000,000 volumes this year

Saturday night still considered Tom

‘WAL STREET SAFET 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 15.—(UP)— 
The average investor has a better 
chance of emerging from the stock 
markets of the nation today with at 
least part of the family cash than he’ 
had before the depression, according 
to members of the securities. and ex- 
change commission. 

This does not mean, the commission- 
ers told the United Press, that the 
element of chance was eliminated by 


stock market legislation passed by the 
last congress. Neither the commission 
nor the act which it administers guar- 
antees stability of security prices. 
The eommission’s powers are limi- 
ited. Its chief objective is to prevent 
the common man from being made the 
prey of those who enjoy liar ad- 
vantages, through their connections 


with the exchanges or large financial 


ment of stocks. 
No Changes Seen. 
This, the commission feels, can be 
done adequately under the present 
law. hile minor revisions in the 
law may be recommended to the 74th 


congress, rs now are of the 
opinion that no vital changes will be 
necessary. 


The markets today, the United 
Press was informed * commission of- 
ficials, are virtually free of pools and 
other manipulative practices utilized 
by brokers and bankers during the 
boom years to separate the gullible 
shoe-string investor from his money.

Under the title “Building a New 
Road,” the National Urban League 
sets forth its objective in the organi- 
zation of negro workers’ councils as 
follows: To organize, educate, direct 
and integrate the 5,000,000 negro 
workers of America more articulately 
into the industrial relations. 

In answer to the question why the 
negro must organize the following is 
stated: 

New Deal Plans New Ways. 
“The New Deal program is plan- 
ning the future of labor in America 
through laws passed at- Washington 
and in state legislatures, and through 
agreements made by organized labor 
with the government and with or- 
ganized groups of employers. ‘The 
conditions under which workers will 
toil for the next 10 or 20 years, the 
hours they work and the pay they 
receive, may be decided by the laws 
passed and the agreements made dur- 
ing the next year. 

Future Is in Danger. 
“The future of negro labor stands 
in peril. There are 5,000,000 negro 


workers in the United States or one 
out of every nine workers of the na- 
tion. They form the poorest paid 
group in the country: and they work 
under the worst conditions and suf- 
fer the greatest amount of unemploy- 
ment. In good times they have not 
shared equally in prosperity. In de- 
pression they have been forced to the

There is grave danger that the future

voices heard through organized effort. 
No satisfactory thought has been 
given their plight by white labor 
leaders, and spokesmen of their own 
race have been too few and their sup- 
port too weak. We must organize— 
3.000.000 strong! We must develop 
a strong and experienced leadership, 
chosen from the ranks of workers 
themselves. backed by the nationwide 
efforts of black workers. This is why 
we organize negro workers’ councils.” 


Job for Council. 
“There are four main steps in the 


program of a negro workers’ coun- 


cil—Organize, educate, plan, inte- 
grate. Organize the workers. Ed- 
ucate them for collective action. Plan 
to improve their condition. Integrate 
them into similar movements seek- 
ing the same aim. 


“Organization: A counéil organizes 

all the negro workers of a city or 
county—-workers' in mills and fae- 
tories, in trades and domestic work, 
white collar workers. skilled and un- 
skilled, employed and unemployed, It 
brings them together in mass meet- 
ings several times a year to hear re- 
poste of their officers and commit- 
ees, 
_ “Ednueation: In council meetings, 
institutes and classes, thé workers 
learn the history and meaning of the 
labor movement. They learn about 
facing all workers, white and negro. 
and special problems facing negro 
workers. They learn of unemployment 
and health insurance, old age pen- 
sions, minimum wage laws and laws 
governing collective bargaining. They 
study the advantages and disadvan- 
tages of various types of labor organi- 
zations. They form smaller groups to 
study conditions in various occupa- 
tions in their own city and state. 

“Planning: The executive commit- 
tee plans the council action, its pro- 
gram depending upon the special con- 
ditions in a given city. or state. Ne- 
ero workers should enter existing la- 
bor organizations wherever it is pos- 
sible for them to work side by side 
with white fellow workers and co-op- 
erate with them on a basis of abso- 
lute equality. If white nnion mem bers 
are shortsighted aid prejudiced. ne- 
groes may he forced to form their own 
unions and do their own collective 
‘bargaining with employers. They may 
even have to fight actively against 
a selfish and hostile union policy in 
the Interests of true unionism. Coun- 
cils will always plan for action 
through organization, and will seek to 
promote a true union of negro and 
white workers without sacrificing the 
interests of either race. 

“Integration: Every council. is a 
memher of the national organization 
of Necro Workers’ Councils. which 
is guided and advised hy a national 
advisory committee of experienced 
and able labor leaders. This committee 
lars down a general program for all 
councils over the entire country, and 
advises local councils on special prob- 
lems facine them. It eo-operates with 
officials of other labor morements 
and discusses with government offi- 
cials legislation and other matters of 
interest t negro. workers. In its deal- 
ings with employers, the committee 
consistently seeks to secure greater 
consideration for the rights of negro 
2 and respect for their abili-

NEW .YORK, Dee. 15.—(#)—The 
discovery of 30 bones, buried in the 
basement of the Westchester county 
cottage in which Albert H. Fish sdys 
he killed 10-year-old Grace Budd, 
was announced tonight. 
Medical Examiner Amos O. Squire, 
supervising the search of the aban- 
doned death house, said the bones 
would be analyzed to determine 
whether they were those of human 
or animal. 

“All I can is that they are simi- 
lar to human bones,” he said, “Of 
course, it is possible that the people 


who lived in this house may have 
buried their dogs under the basement 


floor. But I would be better satis- 
fied’ with that theory if we could 
find a few dog skulls.” 

None of the bones, which varied 


krom about one to eight inches th 


length, fitted in with the skeleton of 

the Budd girl, whose remains were 

found buried outside the house at a 

spot to which Fish led authorities. 
Other Cases Probed. 


Fish, 65-year-old house painter, has 
steadfastly denied knowledge of any 
of the other children who have dis- 
appeared in this area during the last 
few years. 

Coincident with the discovery of 
the bones, Dr. Squire announ re- 
ceipt of a report from Dr. Gilbert 
Daldorf, a pathologist, saying the 
stains on a butcher's cleaver found 
at the house were made by human 
blood. ; : 

Fish has told authorities he dis- 
membered the body of the Budd girl 
with a knife, a cleaver and a saw, 
after luring her to the cottage six 
years ago. 

In an effort to solve the mystery 
of the finding of a child’s body near 
Darien, Conn., last July, two offi- 
cers from that community came to 
New York today and questioned Fish 
for half an hour in the Tombs. When 
they left they made no comment. 

Sent to Laboratories. 

The bones unearthed at the cot- 
tage were sent to Columbia Univer- 
sity laboratories for microscopic 
scrutiny by anatomy experts. 

The house having been thoroughly 
ransacked, Dr. Squire declared the 
search would be continued tomorrow 
by pumping dry two wells on the 
property, 

Explaining the renewed search of 
the cottage, Dr. Amos O. Squire, coun- 
ty medical examiner, remarked that 
the slayer of the Budd girl “would be 
apt to commit other similar crimes. 

Although stolidly anxious to clear 
up all. angles in the Budd case, the 
wizened little prisoner disclaimed 
knowledge of any other children who 
have vanished.

Dr. Bielefeld’s recollec- 
tion of the extractions, would give 
prosecutors, they said, a positive 
enough identification to establish that 
Grace Budd was dead, a step neces- 
sary to prove she had been mur- 
dered. 

District Attorney Frank H. Coyne, 
of Westchester, declaring he would 
seek the death. penalty, said he would 
ask the grand jury to return a first- 
degree murder indictment next week. 

Fish was arrested Thursday by De- 
tective William F. King, who said to- 
day that a summer course in psy- 
chology had helped him break the case 
after a long search.

15.—(?)—Austria 
and Germany tonight seemed equally 
determined not to izt the slaying of 
two members of an Austrian border 
patrol‘ disturb their increasingly good 
relations. 

Although the Vienna government 
earlier in the day was considering 
immediate representations to Berlin, 
it was said officially this evening the 
German government was not held re- 
sponsible for the death of the patrol- 


men, alleged to have been shot by

ing. 

The official version of the shooting, 
which occurred near the Austro-Ger- 
man border in the vicinity of Erl, 
was that the border patrol suddenly 
was confronted by three men who 
opened fire before the Austrians had 
time to remove their rifles from the 
shoulder straps. 

One of the guards was killed in- 
stantly and the other died later. 

At the foreign office it was admit- 
ted that some confusion concerning 
the causes of the encounter still ex- 
ists, A spokesman, however, said Aus- 
tria had the assurance of Bavarian 
authorities that German officials were 
making 2 attempts to take into 
custody the persons who did the 
shooting. 

Berlin dispatches quoted govern- 
ment officials as saying the two men 
shot were not members of the Aus- 
trian patrol, but two men who entered 
Austrian territory from Germany, met 
the patrol and were slain. 

Efforts on the part of Franz von 
Papen, German minister, to better re- 
lations between Germany and Aus- 
tria have been seconded by Chancel- 
lor Schuschnigg, who has instructed 
newspapers to handle with moderat ion 
all matters concerning the nazis, the 
Saar plebiscite and the like. 

While discontent has been expressed 
in Austria over the shelter Germany 
allegedly has given nazis from Aus- 
tria, it was not believed that the lat- 
est incident would be likely to hinder 
von Papen’s attempts at an Austro- 
German understanding. 

This impression was strengthened 
by the Austrian vovernment’s evident 
unwillingness to let the matter take 
on serious proportions and the fact 
that previous incidents have been 
cleared up quickly. 


Northern India Struck 
By Severe Earthquake 


CALCUTTA, Dec. 15.—(#)—An 
earthquake of severe intensity was 
recorded at Calcutta at 7 a. m. today. 
The epicenter was believed to be some 
200 miles north of Darjeeling, Bengal, 
in northern India. 

Nepal, tiny mountainous mation in 
the Himalayas between India and 
Tibet, was thought to be in the earth- 
quake zone. No direct word came, 
however, from Kathmandu, its capi- 
tal, 75 miles from the Indian fron- 
tier. 

India’s united provinces were believ- 
ed to have been affected, although it 
was considered unlikely that the large 
province of Bihar felt the shocks.

ROBERT HARRISON 
DIES AT AGE OF 86 


Robert Bryan Harrison, member of 
a prominent Georgia family who was 
widely known as a newspaper man 
and a lecturer, died early Saturday 
morning at his residence at 135 Mer- 
ritts avenue, N. E., at the age of 86. 

Thirty years ago e was a member 
of the editorial staff of The Con- 
stitution and he was the founder of 
the Southern Press Clipping Bureau 
of Atlanta. 

Born in Lumpkin, Gas he had re- 
sided most of his life in Atlanta and 
he became widely known throughout 
the state during the World War when 
e was connected with the food ad- 
ministration. He lectured in many 
cities of Georgia. 

Mr. Harrison was with the Dodson 
Printers’ „ Company for a num- 
ber of years, before accepting a po- 
sition as special writer on e Con- 
stitution. He ‘eft. the paper to found 
the clipping bureau, which he sold 
in 1910. 


He also was the founder of the At- 
lanta Psychological Society, which he 
headed for a number of years. He 
resided in St. Louis with his son, the 
late R. E. Harrison, from 1920 until 
two years ago, when he returned to 
live in Aflanta with his sister, Mrs. 
M. H. Thornton. 

The Harrison family has long been 
prominent in the affairs of the state 
and Mr. Harrison was the uncle of 
W. B. Harrison, present state comp- 
troller general. A number of his rel- 
atives have been widely known in 
state politics. 
Funeral services are to be held at 
2 o' clock Monday afternoon at Syring 
Hill and the Rev. S. R. Oglesby wil 
officiate. Interment will in Oak- 
land cemetery. In addition to his sis- 
ter, he is survived by another sis- 
ter, Mrs. H. K. Robertson, of Way- 
cross, and a daughter-in-law, Mrs. Bes- 
sie Wright Harrison of Berwyn, III. 


Vatican Hands Off 
In Saar Plebiscite 


VATICAN CITY, Dec. 15.—(4)— 
The Vatican has decided to keep 
“hands off but eyes open” in connec- 
tion with the forthcoming Saar basin 
plebiscite, at which that former Ger- 
man area will choose its future na- 
tional allegiance. 

Although one word from Pope Pius 
might conceivably determine the out- 
come of the voting’ January 13, the 
Vatican has decided to remain rigidly 
impartial, semi-official sources said 
today. 

Catholic voters in the Saar, ac- 
cording to figures here, constitute 70 
per cent of the total. Should they 
vote together, they might swing the 
plebiscite any way they wanted. But 
the pontiff, it is said, wants no Vati- 
can influence brought to bear.. 

The word has gone out quietly from 
the Vatican to Catholic prelates in 
the Saar that they are to be scrupu- 
lously neutral. ; : 

Acting on these instructions, the 
bishops of Treves and Speyer, whose 
dioceses cover the Saar, have issued 
orders to their priests not to par- 
ticipate in any political meetings of 
whatsoever nature.

Alt few basic changes in the to 
present setup are anticipated, of ne- 
cessity there are some positions which 
he must fill because of changes in 
council personnel. 

One of the important appointments 
is chairman of the parks committee 
to succeed G. Everett Millican, who 
will retire from council to become 
senator from the thirty-fifth Georgia 
(Fulton county) district. 

There are at least two nossibilities 
there in Alderman Frank H. Reyn- 
0 who is now serving as mayor pro 
tem. and Alderman I. Gloer Hailey, 
of the ninth ward. 

‘Alderman Ed A. Gilliam, now pro- 
visional mayor pro tem. probably will 
be elevated without o ition to guc- 
ceed Reynolds, and Alderman J, Sid 
Tiller is slated for Gilliam’s place in 
the council reorganization. 

Gilliam is — as chair- 
man of the schools committee of coun- 
cil, which automatically carries with 
it membership on the board of edu- 
cation. Others who also are being dis- 
cussed for the post are Councilman J.

Many 
Atlantans have reported cheap pur- 
chases as being unhealthy, poor-boned, 
worm-infested and not in first-class 
condition. 

Prospective buyers would do well to 
investigate the kennel] from which the 
dog is to come and to inspect thor- 
oughly the sanitation, the food, the op- 
portunity for sunlight and to demand, 
without fail, an immediate look at the 
pedigree and an immediate possession 
of papers. Do not take a pure-bred 
puppy until the papers are in your 
possession or unless you have reliable 
information they can be obtained. Do 
not take mere promises. 

The American Kennel Club, after a 
thorough investigation, has made the 
following report: 

NEW YORK, Dee. 15.—‘Persist- 
ent slashing of prices asked for pure- 
bred puppies has occasioned an infor- 
mal nation-wide survey by the Amer- 
ican Kennel Club of what it really 

puppy of 
fairly good stock to the selling age. 
The conclusion, after averaging hun- 
dreds of cost sheets, is that the con- 
sumer cannot hope to purchase a good 
puppy that is eligible for registration 
—meaning that his ancestors are 
known for many generations to be o 
a definite breed—for less than $35. 
This amount gives the breeder a small 
profit on his investment: 


“This figure may seem amazing to 
the uninitiated, but it is an amount 
that has been calenlated on a strictly 
business basis. As an average, of 
course, it varies in different parts o/ 
the country, due to changing costs 
of materials, f fuel, taxes, li- 
censes, medical attention, breeding 
stock, stud fees, wages, and a hun- 
dred and one other items. But, if the 
equitable price of a puppy varies a 
few dollars downward, it is liable to 
sky-rocket upward in some cases. 

“One breeder has figured that to 
place a well-bred puppy on the mar- 
ket stands him $125. This amount 
is rather high, but then the breeder 
in question’ has spent a great deal 
of money building a plant that as- 
sures him extremely healthy dogs, 
and the puppies he sells are worth 
every cent that he asks for them. 

“Many who purchase puppies do 
not realize that when they pay a low 
initial price, the subsequent upkeep 
is likely to mount in terrific pro- 
portion. In the end, the poorly nour- 
ished, and possibly worm-infested pup- 
py they acquire will need constant 
medical attention. If he has not a 
good foundation, he will be prone to 
every disease imaginable. he dog 
that is bought for $10, $15, or- $20, 
may cost more than $100 before he is 
grown—whereas the puppy purchased 
at $35 or upwards, may never cause 
any more expense.” 

The last paragraph of the A. A. C. 
report is all too well known to many 
who have bought cheap dogs and 
paid a high upkeep price.

“Every tire sold in the past three 


months will cost considerably more to 


replace. This is the first time this 
has been ‘true in six years. 

„J feel confident that tire prices 
are permanently on the upward trend 
because raw material prices have risen 
so rapidly in the past few mon 
rubber up 400 per cent and cotton 
fabric up 160 per cent-—that no 
amount of sales volume can compen- 
sate manufacturers for these increased 
material costs. 

“For more than six years, material 
prices steadily declined and, with 
them, tire. prices also went down. 


From the peak, in December, 1925, 


when crude rubber was selling at $1.20 
a pound and tire fabric was 70 cents 
a pound, material prices tobogganed 
downward until they reached the low- 
est point in the history of the tire 
industry. 

“On a declining market, both man- 
ufacturers and dealers tried frantical- 
ly to get rid of the tires they had in 
stock. The manufacturers were try- 
ing desperately to work off their in- 
ventories made with high-priced rub- 
ber, believing that when they got to 
building tires with cheaper rubber, 
they could make a little money. The 
dealers, too, were anxious to move 
their stocks, fearing that the next 
tire price change would reduce the 
value of the tires they had on hand. 

“Under these conditions, tire price 
wars flourished and, in the mad rush 
to get rid of tires before prices drop- 
ped “farther, prices were slashed un- 
til there was no profit for either deal- 
er or manufacturer. 

Now, conditions are reversed. Tires 
that are being sold today cannot be 
replaced at their present costs. Deal- 
ers are no longer trying frantically to 
reduce their inventories at any cost. 
They know that they probably will 
get more later for tires now in their 
stock, so there is no reason why they 
should make unusual concessions to 
get rid of them. 

“Today, the independent tire deal- 
er has the ball. The value of his 
merchandise is going up. He owns 
his stock and he knows how to sell. 

“Price conditions similar to those 

which have existed in the tire indus- 
try since 1926 also prevailed in our 
industry, in a smaller degree, after 
1920. 
“There was a similar drop in raw 
material costs in 1920, but that drop 
was much more sudden, and then, 
in 1922, prices started upward again. 
From 1922 to 1926, conditions in the 
tire industry were stabilized and I be- 
lieve. the same condition is going to 
repeat itself now. 

“With prices rising, wise car-own- 
ers are going to buy the very best 
tires they can get because it prob- 
ably. will be impossible to replace tires 
bought today with similar tires at the 
same. price. They will save money 
by buying the strongest, longest-last- 
ing tires they can get, at present-day 
prices. 

“A car owner no longer can save 
money by waiting for the next price 
change. If he waits, he loses.”

The event, 
he said, has been placed by Detroit 
civie and business groups as first on 
the list in importance and in its far- 
reaching effects of benefit to the in- 
dustry. 

“This will be the first N. A. D. A. 
national convention to be held in the 
capital of the automobile industry,“ 
he said, “and Detroit recognizes the 
fact that the welfare of the trade 
means the welfare of the city, because 
ds the trade progresses, employment 
in the factories increases. The city 
is 70 per cent automotive. Just as 
Detroit appreciates the importance of 
promoting the industry, which the 
coming convention of dealers will do, 
so do the leaders throughout the busi- 
ness structure of the country realize 
that the automotive trade has led the 
way the last year toward better con- 
ditions. 

“Plans for the convention are being 
based upon an estimate that 5,000 
dealers will attend.

— into mattresses* for the unemploy- 


The story came out when Oscar 
Johnston, manager of the Cotton Pro- 
ducers’ Pool, denied the government 
was buying foreign cotton for relicf 
purposes. 

The globe-trotting cotton was ship- 
ped to Japan and elsewhere two years 
ago by Anderson Clayton & Company, 
of Houston, which last September was 
low bidder on a low grade cotton sale 
to the cotton pool for the federal syr- 
plus relief corporation. 

Low grade cotton is scarce in the 
United States. The cotton it had 
shipped to Japan was lying unsold in 
warehouses there because of overpro- 
duction in India and low prices which 
the American cogeern could not meet. 

Consequently, the company ordered 
14.000 bales home from Japan and 


sand bales of the Japanese warehoused 
cotton were due in Houston today.

TIME FOR ACTION 

The emergent need for an im- 
mediate and determined campajgn 
to control the ravages of the screw 
worm in Georgia is emphasized in 
the startling revelation that since 
July of last year more than a half 
million animals have been infested; 
30 human beings have been at- 
tacked with one fatality as a re- 
sult, and that in less than 18 
months the pest has spread over 
two-thirds of the area of the state. 


In Texas, from which the pest 
was imported to Georgia, the infes- 
tation amounts to only 2 per cent 
of the livestock in the state, while 
in Georgia, after only 18 months, 
the infestation amounts to between 
12 and 15 per cent, with 20 per 
cent of mortality. 


The rapid spread of the screw 
worm in Georgia, causing as it has 
the deaths of thousands of cattle, 
hogs, sheep and wild game, not only 
threatens the existence of the live- 
stock industry in the state, but 
contains an alarming threat to all 
agricultural interests and to the 
lives and health of the people.

The overwhelming vote cast’ by 
the cotton producers of the south 
for the continuance of the Bank- 
head control act for another year 
assures the sale of the 1935 crop 
at prices that will assure prosper- 
ity in the agricultural south. 

While the action on the Bank- 
head bill was presaged by the fa- 
vorable vote of farmers in other 
sections who have already indorsed 
production control of wheat, corn 
and hogs, the tremendous majority 


cast by the southern farmers for 


the cotton control act is surprising, 
in view of the bitter criticism that 
has been voiced by the small crop- 
pers. 

The result of the vote is un- 
doubtedly attributable to the influ- 
ence of the profits made this year 
by the cotton producers and the 
faith that the inequalities that grew 
out of the administration of the 
act will be eliminated in 1935. 

Already President Roosevelt has 
expressed himself as being in favor 
of the exemption of the two-bale- 
farmer from the _ work- 
ings of the act, and Secre- 
tary Wallace has promised a care- 
ful check on the local boards,

‘against the decisions to which much 


of the criticism has been directed. 

A hopeful feature of the 10-to-1 
approval of the Bankhead act is the 
indication that the farmers of the 
south, who have in the past gen- 
erally opposed efforts to organize 
them into effective associations, 
have awakened to the vital impor- 
tance of co-operative effort. 

The government acreage reduc- 
tion contracts and the Bankhead 
act have only one more year to 
run, and should all control be 
dropped at the end of that period 
it is probable that the largest crops 
in the history of the south would 
follow. The support of the Bank- 
head bill given by the producers in 
Friday’s voting is comforting as- 
surance that the farmers, having 
benefited by their first experience 
with rigid control, are of a mind 
now either to favor a continuance 
of federal control or else to organ- 
ize themselves to that end.

PUTTING THE DOCTOR LAST 

An interesting and revealing 
compendium of comments by lead- 
ing Atlanta physicians, bearing on 
the recent editorial in The Consti- 
tution under the heading, “Unfair 
to the Doctor,” is presented on the 
opposite page. The names of the 
writers are not presented because 
of the ethical restrictions of the 
profession. 


In these communications the un- 
just and unfair plight in which the 
medical fraternity is placed by the 
inexcusable custom of people of all 
ranks and financial standing of 


bottom of the list of bills to be 
paid, is forcefully presented. 


It is shown that in 1929 the 
average doctor was making $7,000 
a year, out of which he had to pay 
his overhead for office rent, nurses, 
automobile upkeep and the other 
items necessary to the practice of 
his profession. By 1932 this aver- 
age, had fallen to 31,800 a year, 
$300 below the income of the aver- 
age untrained wage earner, and 
barely sufficient to cover the doc- 
tor’s necessary expenses. 

The doctors of the country, it is 
pointed out, have to bear the bur- 
den of a third of a billion dollars 
annually for services rendered to 
those who can pay but who either 
refuse or neglect to do so. This 
is in addition to the huge amount 
of charity work done by the mem- 
bers of the profession. 

In the final analysis, the public 
also suffers from the unfair treat- 
ment of the doctors, for, as is cited 
in one of the communications, 
“physicians cannot be expected to 
render that efficient and competent 
service which they should render if 
they are confronted by financial 
chaos and unable to meet their 
own obligations.” 

The medical profession is second

three years, I should like to have the 
opportunity of calling attention to cer- 
tain e facts which explain to a 
considerable extent the unjust posi- 
tion in which the medical profession 
finds itself, | 

In 1929, at a time when the coun- 
try was enjoying a period of unpre- 
cedented prosperity, three family in- 
comes out of five were below the 
“health and decency” level. Since the 
ravages of depression, the situation is 
even worse, so that it has been re- 
liably estimated that only approxi- 
mately 15 per cent of the population 
are at present able to pay what might 
be called standard medical fees for 
service rendered them by physicians. 
From an economic standpoint there are 
three classes of citizens; first, the 
rich; second, the indigent; third, the 
great middle class. 

The editorial referred to is certain- 
ly applicable to the first class in those 
cases where individuals in comfortable 
circumstances are able to pay for serv- 
ices and either refuse or neglect to 
do 30. ' 

With regard to the second class, the 
indigent, they have always received 
medical care free in so far as the doc- 
tors are concerned. This class, how- 
ever, has now reached such tremea- 
dous proportions as to constitute an 
unbearable burden upon the medical 
profession, It is estimated that in 
terms of money this burden amounts 
to one-third of a billion dollars an- 
nually, a burden that should be borne 
by society as a whole and not merely 
by its medical members. Clinics are 
crowed winle the offices of many pri- 
vate physicians are empty.

Not only 
this; but many patients are told to 
return day after day before they even 
are able to secure a brief interview 
with the overworked physicians who 
are giving a considerable amount of 
their time for absolutely no remunera- 
tion whatever. 
Doctor’s Pay Comes Last. 

The third class, the great middle 
class, constitutes the bulwark and 
backbone of the country. A certain 
proportion of this class can still pay 
moderate fees for medical service, 
while others do so with greatest dif- 
ficulty, and perhaps a small percentage 
fail to pay when they could make 
payment. One of the most accurate 
and extensive surveys of this situa- 
tion has been made in the state o 
Michigan. Dr. Frederick C. Warn- 
shuis, of Grand Rapids, Mich., writ- 
ing in the December, 1934, Survey 
Graphie, states that the average re- 
mainder of income of the average citi- 
zen of that state after the essentials 
of shelter, fuel, food and clothing were 

aid for was very small, actually a 
ittle over $400. When there is such 
a small surplus, medical care must 
compete for purchase with insurance, 
transportation, education, recreation 
and savings for old age. Medical care 
ig always the weakest and less con- 
sidered competitor. 

Furthermore, the unpredictable na- 
ture of illness makes it difficult, if 
not impossible, to budget for illness. 
Statistics appear to show that not 
over 1 per cent of families set aside 
any amount of money in advance to 
take care of medical care in case of 
illness. These facts, therefore, serve 
to explain in a very graphic way 
some of the reasons why physicians 
are not paid by that class in society 
upon whom they must depend for a 
livelihood. 

In 1928, when the economic skies 
appeared to be brightest, there was 
created the committee on the costs 
of medical care, which made an ex- 
haustive study over a period of five 

ears and at a cost of nearly one mil- 

on dollars. This committee formu- 
lated definite conclusions embodied in 
majority and minority reports. These 
reports have formed the basis of 
further extensive studies as well as 
widespread and often acrimonious con- 
troversy, not only on the part of 
ene themselves, but of the 
public. 

Out of this welter of discussion 
there seems to have emerged the fact 
that the age-old methods of remunera- 
tion for medical care need revision. 

e December, 1934, ixsue of the Sur- 
vey Graphic, above referred to, con- 
tains a symposium on the subject, 
“Buying Health,” which is well worth 
the perusal of all the professions en- 
1 in health undertakings, as well 
as the public. . As William Trufant 
Foster remarks in this periodical: 
“Some means must be found of free- 
ing the science of medicine from the 
economics of medicine.” 

This necessity is even further en- 
hanced by the fact that the costs of 
medical care have unavoidably in- 
creased over a number of years. This 
is due to the fact that the progress 
of science bas necessitated the employ- 
ment of expensive instruments of. pre- 
eision, and methods of examination 
and treatment, which have been of 
vast aid in rendering adequate and 
competent medical service. The day 
ie forever’ gone when the old ware 4 
physician could feel the pulse, loo 
at the tongue and leave a few reme- 
dies from his saddlebag at a cost of 
only a few dollars. On the one hand 
wé see scientifically trained, compe- 
tent physicians with all the paraphe- 
nalia of modern ipment, ready and

Editor Constitution: Those who do 
not know something of the inside of 
the practice of medicine cannot ap- 
preciate what the doctors have lived 
through during the past four years. 
It is true that some of us have that 
sort of clientele which is above the 
average, bet even we do an immense 
amount of work for people who could 
pay but neglect to do so. 

In 1929 the average American doc- 
tor was making $7,000 a year. When 
his overhead was deducted you can 
readily see that he did not have a 
great amount left. In 1982 the av- 
erage American doctor had an income 
of $1,800 a year, $300 above the law 
wage-earning class and when his over- 
head was deducted he had practicaly 
nothing left. 

I have had great sympathy for my 
brother practitioners and could not 
resist the temptation. of expressing to 
— my great appreciation of your ed- 
torial. 

THE POORLY. 
PAID DOCTOR. 

Editor Constitution: You have sum- 
marized the feeling, I am quite sure, 
of practically the entire profession 
in the view which you expound as to 
the earnestness, anxiousness, and de- 
sire of all true doctufs to get their 
patients well. The majority of physi- 
tvians never consider whether they will 
be richly rewarded from a financial 
standpoint or not. The unfortunate 
part about a great deal of medical 
practice is that not only do physi- 
cians receive no compensation for 
some of the work they do but further 
than this, they do not even receive 
thanks, and very frequently unjust 
criticism when they have done the best 
that they possibly could under the 
eircumstances. 

I doubt very 3 if there is 
any single group of professional men 
who have invested as much time and 
money in preparing themselves for 
their professional duties, who work 
as hard, and who receive as little for 
what they do as the average practi- 
tioner of medicine.

Na- 
tions regarding reported fortifications 
in the mandated islands of the Pacific 
received then a not entirely definite 
Not so with this forthright 
spokesman for the policies of his em- 
peror. : 


“Np fortifications have been built 
on the islands and none are under 
construction.” 

Realizing that both personal and offi- 
cial integrity backed this statement I 
asked if J might quote him. “By all 
means,” he smiled, “All these rumors 
about fortificatiops of the islands I 
know to be false. The explanation is 
quite simple. The charges have all cen- 
tered about the Saipan harbor proj- 
ect. The island is devoted to the sugar 
industry but there is no bay to pro- 
vide shelter from the open sea. I 
is necessary for ships to anchor miles 
beyond the coral reefs and in rough 
weather ca cannot be loaded. To 
meet this difficulty Japan is using a 
section of the reef as a breakwater, 
dredging a. harbor inside and blasting 
an entrance channel, When completed 
in 1936 this barbor will permit dock- 
ing of 3,000-ton cargo vessels. . The 
charge that the harbor has no justi- 
fication other than naval purposes is 
absurd when one realizes that $3,000,- 
000 worth of sugar per year is shipped 
from Saipan to Japan.” a 

“And the contention that the harbor 
is a naval -in vise?” 

The genial ambassador laughed: 
“That is certainly no compliment to 
Japan's knowledge of naval strategy. 
Those who make this claim 2 
have never visited the island. Its . 
tion would make this highly imprac- 
tical. The harbor lies at the north 
end of the island and is entirely ex- 
posed to the open sea, while a sloping 
hill behind it provides an excellent 
mark for an attacking force.” 

No one doubts Saito’s knowledge 
or affection for America, He is more 
thoroughly Americanized than any 
other foreign diplomat in Washington. 
To the press he is a “straight-shoot- 
er.” They like him because they under- 
stand him. They find in Nippon’s rep- 
resentative none of the inscrutability 
of the orient. He underittands the 
United Sttaes since 14 of his 23 years 
of diplomatic service have been pass- 
ed in this country, Save for Grandi, 
Italy’s envoy to Great Britain, he is 
the youngest ambassador in the world. 

His gestures are slow-tempered and 
graceful, but in no way deliberate 
or sauve. It has been ‘said that he 
has mastered the mind of the occident 
without losing the spirit of the orient. 
He writes poetry in English, Japa- 
nese, Chinese and French. His tastes 
and literary pursuits violate the an- 
cient code of his Sumurai heritage’

An a accom the 
hotograph gives much valuable in- 
rmation and an interesting sketch 
of the history of the capitol — 
the seat of government at Sava 
in the early days of the colony down 
to its present location in Atlanta.

During the residence. of Governor 
Oglethorpe at Frederica much of the 
official business was transacted from 
that point. Governor Reynolds, who 
served from 1754-1757, made an 
fort to have the capital established at 
Hardwick, but the movement did not 
succeed. Just before the occupancy of 
Savannah by the British in 1779 the 
capital was removed to Augusta, and 


time later, it was temporarily removed 
to Fort Heard. In 1795 Louisville 
was designated as the seat of govern- 
ment. In May, 1803, the . legislature 

ssed an act. locating the capital at 
Milledgeville. 

While the constitutional convention 
was in session the city of Atlanta 
came forward with the proposal that 
if the capital should be located there 
the city would furnish free of cost, for 
10 years, suitable buildings for the 
transaction of the state’s business and 
for the sessions of the general assem- 
bly. When the constitution of 1877 
was submitted to the people for ratifi- 
cation it was also left for the voters 
-of the state to decide whether the 
capital should remain at Atlanta or 
be taken back to Milledgeville. As is 
well known the seat remained in At- 
lanta. In 1883 an act was passed for 
the erection of a new state capitol not 
to exceed $1,000,000. It is interesting 
to note that the commissioners ap- 
pointed finished the job in five years, 
with the total cost much less than 
the amount named in the original ap- 
propriation, 

It is regretted that Georgia’s ow 
rich quarries of building stone we 
not sufficiently developed at this time 
to permit of the use of home materials, 
however, Georgia’s marble and gran- 
ite have -since been widely used 
throughout the land. Utah and other 
state capitols have used the beautiful 
Georgia materials. Indiana limestone 
was considered the best material 
available at that time, and the capitol 
is built of that. Quoting statistics, the 
capitol covers 1 1-2 acres, is 325 feet 
long, the height of the dome is 237 
feet. In 1889 the new capitol was 
completed. 

Recent visitors to Atlanta note that 
the capitol has undergone extensive 
repairs and presents a most imposing 
appearance. That the national society 
of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution consider the capitals of the 
state important is manifested by the 
fact that each month the D. R.

he fact that an emotional adjustment can 
not be perfected easily quite probably means 
that the two people are wholly unsuited as part:

They cannot rely on their mutual appreciation 
of sports and the theater as 1 marriage basis,

Emotion is the most important part of any 
marriage. If emotion is removed from the re- 
lationship there is nothing left. However, you 
may take away all the other qualities which 
make up a person, but leave : notion, and the

Let us draw a parallel line and call it elec 
tricity. One end of it is positive. That is love. 
The other end, which is negative, represents 
hate. When a woman doesn't have emotional 
understanding trifles may throw the weight trom 
the side of love to that of hate.” 

This danger is avoided when two people are 
emotionally adjusted, the noted psychologist has 
discovered in her experience. 

Every act and word is a psychic betrayal.

“She retained the words, let them take hold 
of her mind, came to believe that they suited he 
own relationship. Her husband was a clown. 
she said. She knew now what she had always 
suspected. Eventually she left him. 

Had the woman been emotionally poised she 
would have known that this line. which caught 
her fancy. was an exaggerated view of he 
situation and she would have forgotten it. 

Before the problems of marriage present 
themselves it is necessary to fall in love and have 
the loved party love back! The responsiveness 
of the person to whom you have been attracted 


depends pretty much on your own ae: 


standing. Dr. Elmore teaches. 
“If you are a woman who wants to get ber 
man, begin co work on the mside of yourself,” 


che says. “You must be beautiful in spint if not 


in form and figure. Even your form and figure 
can be made beautiful.

TIGHT had fallen swiftly. The cold stars 


came out. The moon cast a pale, frozen 
light upon the landscape. The wolves were 
gaining on me. Looking back now and then I 


could see them in the faint light of an Arctic _ 


night. They were shadows against the snow, 

racing shadows—gaining, always gaining, clos- 
ing in on me despite 
all I could do. 

It was one of the 
most thrilling experi- 
ences I ever encoun- 
tered, there in the 
frozen fastness of 
Alaska. At the time 
J was after specimens 
of white big horn 
sheep—Ovis Dai 
and had selected a 

little known section 
of Alaska for my ex- 
plorations. 

Al, my partner, had 
been a prospector, 
packer, trapper, boat- 
man and guide. We 
had reached one of 
those curious villages 
on the:Klauhne River, 
a hundred miles west 
of the Yukon, after a 
hard trip with. the 
dog sledge. It wasa 
village whose population is a Strange 
northern Indians and Eskimos, 

It was pleasant in the village after our long 
trek. Al and I were glad of the chance to rest 
for afew days. We had used up all our strength 
during various bear hunts. Chita, the daughter 
of the village Indian chief, made the rest more 
pleasant for me than it would have been. She 
was the tallest Indian girl I have ever seen and 
also the most beautiful. 

She was the pride of the chief, the pride of 
the village. She could shoot, she could trap, she 
could catch more fish through the ice than any- 
body else. She could make things with her 
hands, she could read. and write and she could 
talk. Most of the Indian girls are shy, bashful, 
untalkative. Perhaps Chita had been like them 
before she went to school. 

Perhaps I sound sentimental but I do not deny 
the thought. I recall, for instance, that I asked 
her to go out with me and shoot rabbits. Now 
that is not, you might say, a sentimental occupa- 
tion.. To be harshly practical, I wanted the rab- 
bits for dog. meat. : 

Chita was excited about all this and agreed 
to accompany me. But this is where the senti- 
mental mood came in; we made an arrangement 
whereby, if I shot more rabbits than she did, 
she should kiss me.

The technique of kidnaping has 
improved considerably in recent 


years but the boys still haven't 


gotten around this handwriting 
angle. In some instances they 
have tried te do all thelr com- 
municating by telephone but they 
have found this means very risky. 
Tclephone companies are so liable 
to co-operate with the authorities. 


More than one criminal has been 


collared in a phone booth while 
he was still jiggling the hook. 

This happened in the Brocke 
Hart kidnap murder in California. 
Thomas H. Thurmond was yanked 
out of a telephone booth just after 
he had communicated with the 
Hart home. He confessed that he 
and Jack Holmes abducted and 
killed the 22-year-old son of a 
wealthy San Jose merchant. Thur- 
mond, to avoid writing notes, had 
made repeated telephone calls in 
the course of his negotiations with 
the family. 

The two suspects were lynched 
a few days later. 

But to return to the matter of 
handwriting and how it has fig- 
ured in certain notable cases— 

An outstanding recent example 
was the O'Connell kidnaping in 
Albany, N. Y. Brawny John J. 
O'Connell, scion of a political 
powerful up-state family, was 
snatched one night as he stopped 
his car in front of his home, and 
was held for the staggering sum 
of $250,000. The family received 
several letters, some from the vic- 
tim himself, others from his ab- 
ductors. 

The first ‘matter to be agreed 
upon, selection of an intermediary 
suitable to the kidnapers, occupied 
considerable time. Lists were pub- 
lished in the newspapers, rejected, 
and then more lists were pub- 
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lished, Finally the family learned 
that Manny Strewl, a former beer 
runner, would be acceptable to the 
gang, and so he became the go- 
between. 


Once this was settled, the ne- 
gotiations moved to a climax. The 
O’Connelis paid $42,500 and John 
was released. A it was 
a smooth job, with no clues to the 


kidnapers or to the hideout where, 


O’Connell had been held captive. 
— the public gathered, at any 


~~ Meanwhile, however, the police 


were holding Manny Strewl as 
their guest in a New York hotel. 
He wasn’t under arrest, no. He 
was remaining there for the pur- 
pose of “co-operating” with the 
authorities. He expressed himself 
as being only too willing to co- 
operate, but unfortunately he 
knew no information that might 
possibly be of any value. He was 
really very patient with the copa 
“Well, now, lets al play 
school,” suggested ome of the de- 
tectives, or words to that effect.

In the Bobby Franks’ kidnap- 
murder in Chicago the two con- 
spirators, Nathan Leopold and 
Richard Loeb, avoided handwrit- 
being smart boys. They 
wrote the ransom note on a stolen 
portable typewriter. 

These two sons of wealth fig- 
ured everything out very carefully 
in their plans for a perfect crime. 
For instance, in order to obtain 
a rented automobile—the idea was 
to have a car similar to thousands 
of obthers—under an assumed 
name, the boys hired a room in a 
hotel, under the name of Morton 
D. Ballard, early in May, 1924. 
Then Leopold went to a Rent-a- 
Car agency and applied for a Car. 

Not that they needed a car at 
that time; this was merely so that 
they would be able to rent a ma- 
chine readily later on. Leopold 
gave a Mr. Louis Mason as ref- 
erence. Mr. Mason (Loeb) gave 
Mr. Ballard (Leopold) an excel- 
lent character, = 

By May 21, 1924, all was in 
readiness. The ransom letter had 
been typed; the necessary equip-

Leopold and Loeb had worked 
out an elaborate system of relays, 
designed do be police proof. But 
the plan never was carried out, for 
the body was found the morning 
after the murder and identified. 
Dickie Loeb called at the Pranks 
home to offer his sympathy. and 
he also helped the reporters work- 
ing on the story. The two con- 
spirators sent flowers from George 
Johnson, the name signed to the 
ransom letter. 

Horn-rimmed spectacles found 


near the culvert were traced to 


Leopold and he was asked to come 
along and have a talk with State’s 
Attorney Robert E. Crowe. Dickie 
Loeb asked if he might go along, 
too. They were housed in a hotel 
and, though they had no suspicion 
of what was in store for them, that 
was the end of their freedom. 
Leopold finally had to admit 
that the spectacles were his, but 
added that he might easily have 
dropped them near the culvert 
while hunting birds a day or so 
before the murder. The police were 
not able to shake his story. Once 
while he was dining with detec- 


tives a woman stopped by his ta- 


ble and asked if he were not the 
Leopold boy. No, madam,“ he 
Said. I have been greatly an- 
noyed lately by my resemblance to 
the Leopold boy.” 

One clue remained—the ransom 
letter. 

Leopold had said that he used a 
Hammond typewriter. The letter 
had been written on an Under- 
wood. Search of the Leopold and 
Loeb homes had proved fruitless. 
Officers had also looked for the 
machine at the University of Chi- 
cago, where Leopold was a stu- 
dent. 

James Mulroy, a reporter for the 
Chicago Daily News, took up the 
hunt where the police had left off. 
He visited the university, where he 
had himself been a student, and 
in the course of his investigation 
there he learned that during the 
winter, Leopold had four of his 
classmates working with him pre- 
paring for an examination. A 
typewriter in Leopold’s home had 
been used.

N COMMON with a lot of other 
1 common people, I've lately had 
a yen to get me a small farm. 
A yen being Japanese money, I 
haven’t so far been able to acquire 
anything except the thought; but 
whatter thought it is!

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The reporter located copies of 
the outlines that had been pre- 
pared on Babe’s typewriter. 

That was the break in the 
Franks’ murder, for the ransom 
note had unmistakably been writ- 
ten on the same machine. Later, 
after the thrill killers confessed, 
police recovered the typewriter 
from the lagoon in Jackson Park. 

Leopold and Loeb, thanks to a 
judge who thought they were too 
young to die, are now serving life 
imprisonment. 3 

Handwriting figured prominent- 
ly in the Molineux case, which was 
the talk of the country 35 years 
ago. Whenever any list or series 
of poison cases is compiled,- the 
Molineux affair is always in- 
cluded, just as the Franks and 
Lindbergh crimes will always ap- 
pear on any list of kidnapings. 

On the day before Christmas. 
1898, Harry S. Cornish, physical 
director of the Knickerbocker Ath- 
letic Club, at Forty-fifth street 
and Madison avenue, Manhattan, 
received a package delivered in 


the mail at the club. The p -rkage’ 


contained a silver toothpick holder 
and a phial of what appeared to 
be bromoseltzer. There was no 
card and no return address. 

Cornish sus d somebody was 
playing some sort of joke on him, 
so he retrieved the paper wrap- 
ping from the waste basket and 
cut out the written address. 

On the morning of December 28 
Mrs. Catherine 
in the same boarding house ‘as 
Cornish on West sist street, awoke 
with a headache. Cornish gave 
her some of the bromio-seltzer in 
a glass of water. She remarked 
that it tasted bitter. Cornish took 
a sip himself. and said it seemed 
all right to him. 


Within 10 minutes Mrs. Adams’ 


was in her death agony and Cor- 
nish himself was violently ill. 

It was at first believed that the 
powder in the phial contained cya- 
nide of potassium, swiftest of all 
corrosive poisons. The police in- 
vestigation got. nowhere, so the 
newspapers went to work, and 
within a month discovered that a 
member of the athletie club had 
died under peculiar circumstances 
about six weeks before the death 
of Mrs. Adams. :
